“Fireproof” Curtain Burns.

Whether the ushers fled at the first alarm

Little Damage on First Floor. 
“It was-6:30 o'clock ‘when Coroner Traeget 
and Deputy Buckley. led the jury from their 
police conveyances into the darkened the- 
eter. A large force of police wag maintained 
to BOM the cuffgus crowd in check. Inside 
a temporary illumination of the fire swept 
building had bé®n effected With arc lights. 
Crossing the lofty rotunda, which scarcely 
had been touched by the flames, the party 
passed into the orchestra. 

Except for the soiled carpet the greater 
part of the first floor had all the spoticss 
magnificence of the opening night. In a 
semi-circle widening from the edge of the 
stage scarcely the distance of thirty feet, 
the upholstering was burned from the chairs 
and the floor charred. For the rest the seats 
were not even scorched. 

Then the coroner Jed the way'tothe stage. 
Here only the shel! of the bullding remained. 
Where 180 sets of scenery once had hung 
there now was only lofty space. On the 
floor lay the débrie of the wreck, a foot 
thick. Spot lights, calciums, and @ hun- 
dred electric appliances lay twisted together, 
imbedded ina yielding. mass of half burned 
‘ Search for Asbestos Curtain. 
“Where is the asMestos curtain?” was al- 
most the frst question asked. 

But the coroner and the jury could find 
nothing that had the least semblance to 
even the-remains of the fireproof drop.

| INTERESTING TRADE GOSSIP “ON "CHANGE. | 


Wheat traders are still atia loss to fathom | 
the resent moves in their market, There ts 
quite a wide impression that Armour has been 
selling May wheat heavily the last few days, 
n the part 
of. the shorts, because of thé growing pos- 
itiveness of the predictions of war, have pro- 
vided a market on which it has been possible 
to liquidate a good deal of Wiieat. Some 
tradets are so certain of the signs that they 
declare Armour is practically out of his May, 
ahd has been buying July, at the sgameé time, 
takifig im the hedges put out against part of 
his May line, when the market was weak and 
considérably lower. Moré conservative

The theory that he is working 
out of his line has had some support in the 
fact that if there were any excuse for bulling 
the market on war news it is a matter of sur- 
prise there was not more of an adVance.

Statement of New York Life Company Is First 
Made for 1903. 


A telegram from New York, dated Dec. 31, 
says: The close of 1903 finds many people 
expectant as to the reports of the financial 
institutions. It has been assumed, with the 
changes in valuations of the stock and bond 
list since July 1, that there would be consid- 
erable marking off in values and in the re- 
duction of surplus holdings. The New York 
Life Insurance company is the first of the 
great corporations tomakea statement. The 
applications for new insurance amounted to 
$475,000,000. The new paid-for business ac- 
cepted by the company for 1903 is $325,000,000.. 
President McCall states that this last men- 
tioned amount is in excess of the previous 
year by $23,000,000. It shows also a gain of 
over $190,000,000 in total paid for insurance 
outstanding, which is stated at $1,745,000,000 
in amount, covered by 810,000 policies. The 
income of 1903 is over $87,000,000, and is in 
excess of the income of 1902-by more than

Fine Crop of Cranberries. 

The crop of cranberries for 1903 was fair 
in quantity and fine in quality. The best 
estimates obtainable give the Wisconsin 
crop at 29,000 bris, as compared with 41,000 
bris for 1902; Massachusetts at 210,000 bris, 
against 225.0 bris; New Jersey, 150,000 bris, 
that of 1902 being 35,000 bris. The total for 
the year is 889,000 bris for the three prin- 
¢ipal cranberry producing sections, 4s com-. 
pared with 5v1,0W bris for 1902, being a gain 
of 88,000 bris. Other cranberry sections, al- 
though on a small scale, are Washington, 
Michigan, Indiana, Maryland, and New 
York. Massachusetts produces the finest 
berry, with Wisconsin a closesecond. Prices 
to jobbers at the opening of the season were 
$6.00 to $6.50. Late berries opened at $8.00 
to $8.50. Wisconsin berries stood the job- 
bers from $7.50 to $9.00, according to quality, 
while New Jersey’s were $6.50 to $7.50. These 
quotations are about the same as for 1902, 
with the crop of the year 88,000 bris larger, 
due to a corner by a Chicago house.

GE year 1908 opened with moderate 
stocks of timothy on hand, good aver- 
age quality, see@ generally dark on 
“ account of reins; average grades $3.60 
per 100 Ibs, with the act grade and 
bright unhulled lots bringing about 25c to 
35c premium. Spring demand was good, and 
notwithstanding quality of seed was in the 
main undesirable, it went rapidly into con- 
sumption and stocks were rapidly reduced. 
The new crop had an undesirable start 
owing to the late, backward epring, and early 
in the season indications pointed to a much 
lighter crop than 1902, but later the weather 
conditions were more favorable and the crop 
was large in quantity, due more to the In- 
erease in acreage than to the heavy yield 
per acre. 
The crop began to move early in August 
and was of extra bright quality, and pros- 
pects that high grade seed would be more 
plentiful than for some years past. The 
harvesting of the crop was soon interfered 
with by general/rains, which not only de-

Large Acreage of Clover. 

Early stocks and prices of clover were both 
moderate—contract prime worth about $11.00 
per cental. Demand for seed began early 
and prices advanced. During January, Feb- 
ruary, and most of March trade was heavy 
and prices continued high. During the latter 


owing to a warm spell of weather, causing 
dealers to think demand would soon stop. 
The weather soon getting more normal and 
demand continuing, prices again advanced. 
At the close of the spring seeding, the mar- 
kets were practically cleaned of cash clover. 
The. acreage..or. for 1908 crop was 
large and the firat  dut of hay was secured in 
good condition. The seeond crop..came up 
nicely, but owing to excessive rains in the 
north and drought in the south the seed did 
not set well. Consequent thrashings showed 
poor yields. The quality of the early arrivals 
was fine, while the bulk of the later arrivals 
showed much weather damage: The year 
closed with contract prime worth about lic 
per lb and stocks moderate. 


Prices Advance Late. | 

At the opening of the year there were only 
moderate stocks of millets. The demand 
for the varieties used for fodder and hay pur- 
poses during the spring and early summer 
was good, the severe floods in some sections 
causing increased demand. Prices early in 
the year were moderate, but as the demand 
became heavier prices advanced and held 
firm until after seeding season was over. 
The movement so far this fall and winter has 
been light. | 

Prices for Hungarian early'in 1903 ranged 
about $1.00 to $1.25 per 100 Ibs, but later ad- 
vanced materially, owing to good demand. 
The movement this fall has been light and 
prices have advanced considerably the last 
few weeks, owing to report of short crop and 
light offerings. 

The crop of 10038 buckwheat is reported 
be about the same as last year. The acre- 
age was large, but owing to unfavorable 
conditions about harvest time the quantity 
was reduced materially. The demand for 
seeding purposes during June and July was 
heavy, owing to severe floods in some dis- 
tricts, which prevented farmers from putting 
in other crops. Accordingly prices advanced 
materially and but little old grain was car- 
ried over for early fall grinding purposes. 
New crop was late in coming on market and 
prices ranged about $1.25 to $1.45 for early 
receipts. The movement recently in this 
market has been light. 


: Flaxseed Prices Shrink. 

There has been more or less shrinkage in 
flaxseed prices the entire year. With but 
few exceptions, generally crops have 
been harvested the world over, especially in 
the Argentine, where indications point to the 
raising of largest linseed crop in its history, 
exceeding even that of 1902. With the large 
exportable surplus in other producing coun- 
tries, it has not been necessary for Huropean 
buyers to depend on America for supplies, | 
and with values in the States above an ex- 
port basis most of the yeer, the quantity 
shipped from America to Europe since Aug. 
1, 1903, has been less than 200,000 bu, 
compared with about 3,300,000 bu during the 
same period in 1902. | | 

The world’s shipments to Europe during 


for the year is expected to reach 48,000,000 
to 50,000,000 bu, exeteding by 5,000,000 to 
6,000,000 bu the largest exports to Europe 
ever known. | 

Crushers in the United States have secured 
their usual supplies of seed, and surplus 
stocks in primary markets at the close of the 
year 1908 aggregate about 6,500,000 bu. 
A large proportion of the surplus of both 
1902 and 1908 crops is owned by the one in- 
terest. 

The marketing of the northwestern crop 
was quite free during October and Novem- 
ber, but considerable seed is still back in 
the country, held by farmers and country 
merchants. The departmentof agriculture’s 
final figures place the flaxseed crop in the . 
United States for 1903 at 3,243,229 acres and 
27,300,510 bu, which is smaller than 1902,

General stocks of groceries in the hands 
of retailers at the opéning of 1904 are about 
normal, and buying throughout the season 
was liberal. Chicago wholesale grocers stand 
as @ unit for the passage of a national pure 
food law, having suffered much through the 
conflict of the laws of various states tribu- 
tary to Chicago's market. This city has 
become the greatest wholesale grocery cen- 
ter in the United States and is the chief dis- 
tributing market for | grade goods, 

Large Trade in Confections. 

In the pooner i of confections of all 
kinds the business of 1903 made a showing 
fully 20 per cent in advance of that of 1902. 
The constant advance in this line of strictly 
luxuries is considered as a refiex of condi- 
tions prevailing more clearly than increases 
in other lines would show. The gain in 1808 
was 20 per cent; that! of 1899; 50 per cent; in 
1900 the increase was 40 per cent; 1901 gained 
an additional 25 per’ cent; and in \1902 the 
showing was 40 per cent gained. The in- | 
crease of 1903 over its predecessor is, as 
stated, 20 per cent, malsfng the 'total gain 
195 per cent, but being cumulative amounts 
to much in excess of the showing. During 
the year the prices of materials increased 
to a considerable extent, with the single 
exception of sugar. For this reason manu- 
factories claim that profits were seriously 
impaired, but there is a confidence in the 


Soapmakers Have Profits. 
Soapmakers did about the same amount of 


business in 19083 as during the preceding year. 
For #ome years there had been but :ittle

material. During 1002 the cost of many of 
the constituents of soap was reduced from 
25 to BW per cent.

| advance gales and spring orders of a 
magnitude never before known to the trade, 
and every indication was for a year’s busi- 
ness even surpassing 1902, which had broken 
all previous records, This was fully veri- 
fied by the business,of t»« first eight months, 
which exceeded that ot ... same period of 


financial fright in the east, the unsettled 
feeling in Wall street, and the unseasonable 
weather conditions all prevailed to shake 
confidence, and caused a siump in trade 
which during the closing four months of the 
year caused a. loss in volume that about 
equaled the gain made. 

The one noteworthy feature of the year 
in the dry goods trade was the high and 
widely fluctuating price of cotton. This 
made difficulties for manufacturers, jobbers, 
and retailers, and the trade is yet uncertain 
if the high price of cotton goods. will be 
maintained. At the! close of 1908 prices on 
all ¢otton products were near the ‘highest 
point of the year, the raw material selling 
at 1Bc, as against A normal average of 
Gc to 8c. By reason*of the fluctuating un- 
certainty manufacturers did no more 
throughout the year than to supply imme- 
diate demands. Flax goods have been ina.

Wool held quite firm at the average, nor- 

al price, and the same may be said of silk. 

nh consequence, every kind and description 
of products of these materials ruled steady 
and at normal quotations. During the sum- 
mer there was a marked shortage in silk 
gloves, the demand being remarkable, and 
in the fall there was more call for kids than 
during the same time of 1902. Dress goods 
sold well throughout the year, sheer and 
etamines being the feature. In cottons snit- 
ing. effécts were the most popular, and, in 
cotton, linen, and wool, white goods seemed 
to lead in popular favor.

in the history of the business. There was no 
change of moment in the value of materials 
used, and finished goods sold at about the 
same price, it not being possible for manu- 
facturers to obtain an advance to compensate 
for an increase of from 10 to 15 per cent in 
the cost of labor. The business ran evenly 
throughout the year, being about the same at 
the close as at the opening. Spring orders 
have come to some of the leading houses fully 
25 per cent greater than those of 1902. 
Talliors to the trade, a business now run- 
ning into the many millions of dollars, did a 
g00d business during the year, about 10 per 
cent in advance of that of 1902, and report 
prospects for an excellent trade In 1904. 


f) Furs and Millinery Active. 

' In fine furs a much greater volume of busi- 
ness was done in the last year than in 1902. 
In lower priced articles, however, the de- 
mand was lighter. Averaging the total bust- 
ness transacted, ‘t is likely that an advance 
of 10 per cent was made in the total sales. 
The call for the finer articles and neglect of 
the jnferior grades lead dealer@ to believe 
that the prosperity and buying power of the 
people continue unabated. Prices on -seal 
garments were considerably higher duri 
most of the year, but at the close wer 
lower. The seal, as ever, ruled as the favorite. 
Moire Persian was a decided preference by 
many, coats of this costing fully as much as 
geal. Natural otter was also a favorite, and 
in smaller sables the royal ermine led. F 
of different colors was much favored,. and 
there was an excessive demand for fine east- 
ern mink in many combinations. Squirrel 
has become so common as to fall into dis- 
favor. There was a large demand for black 
marten. Stoles and muffs, both flat and 
reund, were exceptionably favored, the cape 


quarter length coats were also in good de- 


mand. 

The wholesale millinery business of the last 
year showed a gain over that of 1902 of about 
10 per cent. The business has had a con- 
stant growth during the last four years, sur- 
prising in its magnitude. The gross amount 
of sales for the current year will approximate 
$14,250,000, and in all lines the better grades’ 
were in demand from all sections: of the 
country. “‘ This is a thermometer indicating 
the temperature of the financial conditions 
prevailing,” said one of Chicago's largest 
wholesalers. ‘“ When luxuries of the best 
class are demanded the purchasing public 
certainly Have the money.’ Extension .of 
trade territory for the dealers of this city 
is ‘constantly being made,*and Chicago's 
wholesale millinery houses now make a show- 
ing as to capacity for business, stocks carried, 
and trade established comparing favorably 
with any in the United States. 


{ime CREASE IN COAL RECEIPTS. 


tonnage.of coal received in Chicago 
during 1908 was the heaviest in the his- 
tory of the city. The increase came in 
both anthracite and bituminous coals, 
and the increase in steam coals was 
enormous. Manufacturing plants and trans- 
portation interests shared in this advanced 
consumption of fuel, and had there been no 
industrial disturbances during the last quar- 
ter of the year the record would haye been 
still higher. The Black Diamond, organ of 
the western coal trade, gives the average 
daily receipts of coal of all kinds at about 925 
cars of thirty-five tons each, and the effect 
of labor difficulties is shown by that paper in 
the statement that during a strike in one of 
the largest manufacturing plants of the city 
during the summer a surplus of steam and 
blacksmithing coal accumulated until it was 
necessary to sell on the basis of cost to re- 
lieve the congestion, and, indeed, some ship- 
pers were compelled to suffer a severe loss. 
During the first week of the street railway 
strike steam coals declined from lic to 25c 
per ton, and during the second week addition- 
al loss was made. The early spring months 
and the late winter months wrought consid- 
erable losses to shippers, directly traceable to 
the labor troubles. At the opening of the new 
mining year it became necessary to advance 
the price of coal to cover the 12% per cent 
increase granted to some of the miners and 
the 18 to 20 per cent increase granted to 
others, It was difficult to inaugurate this 
increased schedule, and early summer trade | 
was slow. Returns to those engaged in the 
coal industry compared favorably with those 
of 1901, which was a normal year. [ilinois 
and Indiana operators had a favorable year, | 
while eastern mine owners did not do so well | 
by reason of advanced freight rates. : 
According to the Chicago bureau of coal 
statistics, with the figures for the last week 
in December estimated, the total receipts 
and shipments of coal broke all previous 
records by an Increase more substantial than 
in many previous years. The figures showing

Drug Trade Was Better. 

The wholesale drug business of the year 
was increased about “10 per cent over that 
of 1902, but dealers did not secure profits 
proportionately. There was a marked ab- 
sence of speculative buying and the market 
was governed by normal conditions of sup- 
ply and demand. In many lines there was 
an abnormal increase in prices, cod liver 
oll making advance, selling in December as 
high as $115 per barrel. Camphor advanced 
WwW per cent. All tartaric and citrie prepara- 
tions were equally higher, due‘to the in- 
creased cost of labor. Oi] of peppermint, 
the output of which is controlled by Mich- 
igan eet was much higher, the crop of 
1902 having been shortened by extreme wet 
and that of 1903 by equally extreme dry 
weather. California olive oil is fast becom- 
ing one of the leading staples. Formerly 
all olive oil was imported, but the govern- 
ment inspection now made by the officials 
of the agricuittiral department prevents 
frauds in labeling and the home product is 
gaining in a wonderful manner. 

‘Paints, ojls, varnish, etc., made an excel- 
lent business, outside orders being so heavy 


‘ume of goods sold that the trade has ever 
experienced. Owing to increased cost of 
materials, however, profits were not corre- 
spondingly large. 


Steady Business in Liquors. 


| There was about the same volume of busi- 
ness in wines and liquors as during the pre- 
ceding year. Prices on standard whiskies 
‘were increased from 10 to 20 per cent. This 
;was owing to a pronounced scarcity of the 
leading brands, which cannot be produced 
in sufficient quantities to meet the constantly 
growing demand. The output of Kentucky 
whiskies was not nearly so heavy as in 
1902, which latter year. was an especially 
heavy one. The production now ts about 
normal. The business of the last half of the 
ayear was not as heavy as that of the first 
‘period. City customers fell off in the matter 
of collections immediately after the strike, 
and wholesalers say the labor troubles seri- 
ously affected the business. 


. More Doing in Jewelry... 

| For 1902 the jewelry business showed an 
‘increase over 1901 of fully 20 per cent. This 
‘brought the aggregate of sales to the enor- 
‘mous sum of $44,000,000. While 1902 was the 
record breaking year of the history of the 
trade, 1908 exceeded its predecessor in the 
volume of trade by fully 12% per cent, bring- 
‘ing the total] to $49,500,000. The demand fora 
‘high grade of jewelry continued to prevail, 
but.in the holiday buying, which was ex- 
tremely heavy, customers seemed to favor 
the good qualities rather than the extremely 
‘high priced articles. roughout the year 
trade continued even, there being no periods 
of slack business nor no times when any boom 
/was noticeable. 


Crockery Lines Show Well. 


Dealers in chinaware, queensware, and 
kindred lines report a business increased in 
volume over that of the previous year by 
about 10 per cent. The better grade uf goods 
continue to be demanded by country dealers 
and wholesalers see in this a continuance of 
the prosperity of recent years. Prices for 
| the year were re » practically unchangeJ 
from those of 1902. Few lines of business 
| have been abie to report freedom from 41-

_Chicago’s wholesale trade, aggregating over 
_ $11,000,000 for the current year, dealers could

Hardware Was Slow. 3 

In the wholesale hardware trade of the year 
is reflected the results of disturbances in the 
labor world. Especially during the last six 
months of 1903 did the trade in shelf hard- 
ware show a considerable diminution below 
that of the same period of 1902 and a serious 
falling off from the business of the first six 
months of 1903. Throughout the country, 
however, the demand increased to an extent 
that the year closed with the trade in a 
prosperous condition’ and with the volume 


about equal to that of 1902. Prices during 
the year adjusted themselves to a lower 
| basis, with little change, however, from those 


of the preceding year. From the territory 
tributary to Chicago dealers look for a good 
trade during the coming year. 


| FURNITURE TRADE GROWING. 


HICAGO has become the most im- 

portant furniture market in the 

United States. The census of 1900 

credited her factories with an annual 

output of furniture valued at more 
than $12,000,000, against a little more than 
$7,000,000 in- Grand Rapids, the next largest 
producing point in the west. This prestige 
as a furniture manufacturing city might in 
itself be sufficient. In addition, Chicago is 
the center of a district In which more than 
75 per cent of the furniture made in the 
United States is manufactured, and within 
the last two years Chicago has become the 
great market place in which this furniture is 
both exhibited andgsold. The manufacturers 
of furniture bring out new samples twice a 
year, and In January and July of each year 
the buyers come to market. In July, 1902, 
the buyers coming to Chicago in a single 
month numbered 1,310, In which count was 
included about 150 representatives of local 
houses. In January of 1908 there were 1,830 
buyers who visited the Chicago exhibition 
buildings, including 134 representatives of 
local houses. During the same month 789 
buyers visited the exhibition in Grand Rap- 
ids. In July last the number of buyers visit- 
ing Chicago, exclusive of buyers for local 
houses, numbered 1.460. There is reason to 
believe that the exhibition about to open, with 
its increased number of attractive exhibits, 
will bring to the city an even larger number 
of buyers. 

The volume of the furniture trade thus 
centered in Chicago was fully as great in 
1903 as in any preceding year. Trade in the 
east has not been up to the standard, but the 
prosperity throughout the west, even to the 
Pacific coast, has fully compensated for the 
loss of trade ih the east. The demand has 
been for a better grade of goods than ever 
before. But the manufacturers as a class 
have been confronted with unusual] prob- 
lems. They produced goods on a constantly 
rising ‘market for both material and labor, 
without the ability to get a higher price for 
their goods. Much less money has been 
made by the manufacturers than In some pre- 
ceding years. The holiday trade, which has 
been large on the best goods, has saved the 
‘day for the retailers, who since September 
last have been buying conservatively, and 
drawing on their stocks Instead of the stocks 
in the hands of manufacturers—except in 
cases of absolute necessity. 


| PIANO SALES SHOW WELL. |

In all lines of farm machinery there was a 
satisfactory and profitable business done. 
The increase in output over that of 1902 is 
estimated at $4,000,000, or $22,000,000, as 
against $18,000,000. The largest increase in 
exports came in those to the Argentine re- 
public,.which showed a gain of 80 per cent 
over the business of 1902, the total amount 
being $3,000,000. The united kingdom and 
British North America algo took more har- 
vesting machines than ever before. The trade. 
with Cuba ‘and the Philippines was also large- 
ly increased. The business in. wagons and 
carriages showed a substantial gain. Prices 
of finished products in 1902, 1908, and ad- 
vance sales for 1904 all show at about the 
same level. The sale of corn harvesters fell 
off to a considerable extent,-owing largety to 
the heavy crop of hay, which is estimated to 
exceed that of 1902 by from 30 to 40 per cent.

In the general business of manufacturing 
brushes and woodenware there was a satis- 
factory year of business. In the former arti- 
cle there was little increase. Prices were 
higher, but not sufficient to meet’ the tn- 
creased cost of manufacture by reason of 
advance in price of materials. Tampico and 
rice root, entering largely into the business, 
were advanced 40 per cent, bristles 10 per 
cent, and lumber 20 per cent. The price of 
the finished products was not above 
8 per cént on an average. 

In woodenware there was an increase in 
the amount of business done of about 10 per 
cent. Prices of. finished products remained 
at about the @ point as that of the pre- 
vious year. Material used was advanced but 
little, and this extensive industry encoun- 
tered no trouble with organized labor. 


a business about equal to that of 1902 in 
volume, but, owing to large adwances in 
the prices of raw materials, profits were far 
from satisfactory. It was impossible t6 se- 
cure an increase in selling prices sufficient 
to balance the advance in stock, some items 
of which went up from 0 to 20 per cent. 
Cotton duck sold from 15 to @ per cent 
higher, while the crude rubber was scarce 
at from 25 to 33% per cent increase over the 
cost in 1902. Dealers univérsally predict a 
continual annual increase in the price of 
rubber goods of every kind, owing to the 
rubber: forests becoming depleted through 
the neglect of producers among the Latin 
reces, proverbial for their neglect of the 
future. 
Overstocking at the opening of 1908 brought 
to the leather trade a slack in business that 
decreased the volume about 5 per cent. In 
sole leather prices went off about 10 per 
cent, while upper leather sold at about the 
game price as in 1902. Labor troubles had 
their effects on the business to a consider- 
able extent, and the outlook for 1904 is based 
acong the line of conservative trading. 


[ BUILDING MAKES A Loss. 


HE record of the building interests of 
Chicago for 1908 shows a decrease as 
compared with that of 1902 of fully 
$13,000,000. This falling off is largely 
due, say builders, contractors, “and 

architects, to the uncertainty of the labor 
element. The situation in regard to labor 
has been so unsettled that those who con- 
templated building did not care to take the 
chances involved. To cover the matter im- 
partially, one of the most prominent fur- 


man who stands high in business circles, was 
interviewed in regard to the prevailing con- 
ditions at the close of 1903. “ The cost of 
producing materials entering into the con- 
struction of buildings,” said he, “is such 
that those who must pay the cost of erecting 
buildings could not and would not pay the 
advance. Necessarily the material men must 
suffer. : 
“One important feature that shows the 
trend of conditions is that by reason of the 
unsettled conditions in manufacturing lines 
those concerns who furnish the mechanism 
are offering to supply machinery at from 35 
to 50 per cent less than in 1902. This effect 
is felt by some of the largest. machinery 
manufacturing concerns in the world. Many 
thousands of the employés of the leading 
concerns of the city have been laid off by 
reason of lack of sale for the finished product, 
and this fact, it is hoped, will have the effect 
of moderating the demands of organized 
labor. The main cause of the advance in the 
cost of buildings is not in the cost of mate- 
rial, but in the increased cost of labor. The 
placing of @ Hmit on the work of a single 
mechanic has resulted in raising the cost 
of the day’s work of a man from $4 and 
$5 to $20 and $25 per day. As in the case of 
a plasterer, who should put on 150 yards in 
a day, the walking delegate imits him to 
thirty yards, or one-fifth the amount he could 
do. lLathers are limited to twenty-four 
‘bundles per day, when a good workman 
should put on 100 bundles. In other lines the 
conditions are similar.” 


Brickmakers Show Gain. 


The output of brick for the year was 600,- 
000,000, an Increase of 75,000,000 over that of 
1902. This statement seems strange in the 
face of the curtailment in building opera- 
tions, but is explained by the statement that 
fully 60 per cent of the output of brick was 
shipped out of the city. Had no labor trou- 


ings contemplated been erected the amount 
of brick used here would have been 
at least 20 per cent greater. Prices for the 
year were still lower than those of the pre- 
ceding year. Brick delivered at the job 
in 1901 cost the buyer $5.50 to $6. a thousand. 
In 1902 this was reduced to $4.75 to $5.50, 
and in 1908 a further decline was made, $4.50 
being the average price. There was but a 
slight -increase in the cost of labor, and 
friendly relations existed between the men 
and employers. Fuel increased in cost about 
10 per cent. The outlook at the close of 1903 
4s for a year of business about equal to that 
of the year just closed. 

The brewing business of the year was a 
little increased over that of 1902, but the 
generally unsatisfactory conditions of the 
business were not improved to any éxtent. 
The price of materials held about with 
those of 1902, bit. on the finished prod- 
uct values were lower: Several new brew- 
eries went into operation. At the close of 
the year there was a lull in business and 
prices were heavy. Standard beer sold nom- 
inally at $5, sagged to $4.50, and in some’ 
instances below the latter point. Brewers 
claim there has been no. money in the busi- 
ness for several years, but abundant capital 
was easily secured to start the new plan

THE RECORD OF 1903, 

The record of crime, of suicide, of dieas- 
ter, of property losses, of legal executions 
and lynchings, and of private beneficence 
is made up for 1908, and it closes with the 
erowning horror of the year in our own 
midst. Its details should furnish ample 
material for investigation by students of 
sociology and criminology, political reform- 
ers, and municipal, state, and national gov- 
ernments. 

There were 8,976 crimes resulting in 
death by various forms of vielence in 1903, 
a small increase over 1902, when there were 
8,834 One of the most significant features 
of this record ie the fact that 406 of these 
murders were committed by thugs and hold- 
up men, being nearly twice as many as were 
committed lastryéar, and showing propor- 
tionately the increase of lawlessness. There 


were 8,597 cases of suicide in 1908. The | 


following figures show the steady increase 
of selfmurder: In 1899, 5,840; in 1900, 
6,755; in 1901, 7,245; in 1902 8,291; in 1908, 
8,597. As has been the case during the 
last three or four years, poisoning and shoot- 
ing have been the principal ‘methods, the 
two nufnbering 7,677 out of 8,597. The 
ease with which poison may he obtnined ac- 
counts ‘for 4,060 of these cages. 
The total number of legal executions in 
1903 shows a falling off compared with last 
year, being 123, as against 144 in 1902, 118 
in 1901, and 110 in 1900. There were 77 
hanged in the south and 46 in the north, and 


. of these 63 were white and 60 coloted. The | 


largest number of hangings was eleven each 
in Missouri, New York, and Alabama; ten 
in Virginia, nine in Georgia, and eight in 
Pennsylvania. Lynthings numbered 104, 
“a8 compared with 96 in 1902, Notwitb- 
standing this coparatiyely elight increase, 
an examination of the reports for several

In values of live stock there was a decrease 
for the year of $18,982,400, the total valua- 
tion being $301,902,000. This decrease of 
nearly $19,000,000 in value was in the face 
of total receipts of live stock which ex- 
ceeded the 1902 figures by about 20,000 
head, the total last year being 16,226,800 
“head. 

That the falling off in business during 
the last three or four months of the year is 
no indication of finaucial depression is 
shown hy three important facts. The holi- 
day buying was fully as heavy as if not 
heavier than in 1902. The advance sales 
and spring orders are fully equal to those 
of 1902, and in ‘some lines heavier, and 
collections are even better than at the open- 
ing of 1902. The demand for the best goods 
and the luxuries of life still gontinues. 
‘The associated banks of the city make the 
splendid showing of total clearings aggre- 
gating $8,755,553,649, an increase of $360,- 

681,298, or 4.2 per cent, over the clearings 
of 1902. Board of trade clearings were 
$72,118,168, a decrease of $11,472,344 for 
the year. 

The. disturbance in business noted during 
the closing months the year was of a 
purely local character. Outside trade con- 
tinned as good as during the first eight 
mouths, and all indications now point to 
uninterrupted prosperity during 1904.
